Military Signal Torch. 

A new torch for military signal- 
ing consists of an asbesto9 ball in a 
wire cage, at the end of a long staff. 
Just below the asbestos ball is a 
copper drip cup The ball is dipped 
into a buoket of kerosene oil, and 
is set on fire at a little bonfire, 
which is kept burning during the 
operation. As fast as the oil burns 
out, the torch is dipped in the oil, so 
that the signaling can go on as long 
as the kerosene lasts. The torch is 
extinguished with a copper snuffer. 
The old form of torch was a large 
copper cylinder, with an ordinary 
wick at the end of a staff. The 
cylinder containing the oil . could be 
used for only a few minutes at a 
time because it became heated and

cipal funds, viz: the lower seiiools, such 
as tlte communal schools, the gymnasia, 
etc. And while theeo do not enjoy so 
widespread a reputation as the others) 
before imentioncd, they areof even more 
importance to the city as a whole, for 
hi these are taught 95 per cent, of Ber- 
lin's youtUi of both sexes, the. future 
bone and sinew of the municipality. 

I will hare premise thai, as the re- 
sult ot a somewhat thorough research, 
I do not think these Berlin municipal 
schools are altogether perfect. Just to 
mention one or two drawbacks. 1 think 
that many of them, especially the older 
ones, arc deficient in hygienic pro- 
visions, and the discipline maintained 
them strike me also as too rigoroue, 
setting at naught, iu some cases, pa- 
mtal authority to an cxten,t which 
would not be relished by American par- 
its. In these two respects, I believe, 
« better kind of American public 
uool* Is ahead of Uiuws of Berlin. 
»ntilation is a. thing, for instance, in 
hich, I believe, German schoolmasters 
id German school architects might to 
good advantage take lessons from their 
American colleagues, a fact, by the way, 
which was officially admitted in the 
German educational government report 
on the world's fair of 1893. In a word, I 
thmk the Berlin communal school la 
nota model Inall respects. Butin most 
essential respects at least it may well 
be termed so. These essentials, I take, 
t, are the amount of knowledge* taught 
ho average pupil and the even chance 
fforded each child of Berlin parents 
o run through the entire sohool course 
t municipal expense. In thi* la*t- 
nentioned report particularly I find_ 
Berlin ahead of the large American 
ties, even of New York and Chicago, 
wnere there is constant overcrowding 
in the public schools, and yet, even with 
that disturbing factor, not nearly 
enough seating capacity to accommo- 
date all the children of citizens who 
would like— or, at any rate, who ought 
—to aentl their offspring to the public 
sohools. 

To insure, of course, the sebool at- 
tendance of all children of the school - 
going age, it la also necessary to have 
an efficient snd comprehensive .sys- 
tem of watching trim n t«. Suoh a thor- 
ugh, unfailing system n« prevails here 
is, of course, one duplicated with ease 
In suoh cities and countries whi 



, Ing steadily better, ".lobs" and all n 

uudue influences and prejudices, ei 
political, religious or social, are, of 
course, vigilantly kept out of the school 
board and its subordinate commissions, 
and to be a member of either central 
board or commissions is synonymot 
with sterling integrity nnd high ii 
telligence. 

The communal schools are taught 
by about 2,400 teachers of both sexes, 
about 60 per cent, of female to 40 per 
cent, of male teachers. These teachers' 
positions aro virtuoJIy for life— with 
certain stated exceptions— ond entitle, 
after a lapse of 30 years or more of faith- 
ful service, to a pension until death. 
The salaries paid are low enough when 
compared with American salaries — 
averaging from 1,200 marks (about $300) 
to 3,000 ($750) for class teaching, and 
from 3,500 to 6,000 marks ($850 to $1,500) 
for principals and their assistant*. 
Duties, too, are more onerous, as the 
school hours are longer and there ure 
fewer days of vacation (though the 
vacations and the off days come more 
freqncuUy), too latter, in fact, being 
only about 60 days, exclusive of Sun- 
days, during the whole year. But the 
climate being a milder and more even 
one, both summer and winter, school 
teaching is, in reality, a more healthful 
occupation here thnn it Is in large 
American cities. 

Besides the free or lower communal 
schools the city also supervisee and 
controls about 110 private schools. 
These includj the special schools for 
commerce and trades (among the lat- 
being schools for tailors, dyers,

nools for girls, the gymnasia, tbe 
eal-gymnoaia" (or seraitechnlcaJ 
schools), tbe "real" schools, seminaries 
for teachers, several Jewish schools, 
etc. AIT these are supervised, not nomi- 
nally, but very much indeed, eo thai 
neither morally nor intellectually are 
they permitted to sink below a certain 
fixed level. 

The libraries, public or semi-public, 
fit tingly belong in here as well, and they, 
too, are with a few axeeptions, under 
municipal control. Tbe largest of 
thean, the Royal library and tbe Uni- 
versity library (the latter with 150.000 
volumes, literary and scientific, the for- 
mer with about 600,000) are exempted 
from this control, but nearly every 
municipal school and many other mu- 
nicipal institutions boast of libraries 
that are of special use to many. It is 
due, in very large measure, to the char- 
acter of both the technical and trade 
schoole.snd of tbe libraries to which 
the puplla hav« fr-.. acoesa that Ger- 
man industry baa made suoh enormous 
stride* during the past $0 years, and 
•that the phrase "Made in Germany," 
{primarily Intended by the noble Briton 
to shame German goods into Insignifi- 
cance and to restrict German competi- 
tors, has assumed a very different mean- 
ing on the borders of tbe Thamea of 
'late.

MOTOR OARBIAGKR. 

Some of the Points to Be Considered 
as They Come Into Use. 

There are two different ways of 
looking at motor carriages— tho 
/business way and the pleasurablo 
*way. For the moment, at all events, 
lit is the former that seems to have 
the greater future before it Not- 
-withstanding the immense exten- 
sion of railways, there are still large 
tracts of country in which the sound 
of the passing engine is either not 
Iheard at all, or heard but very faint- 
ly. The slow-moving wagon is still 
the only means of carrying goods to 
market Here, if there be anything 
in venders' assurances, is a field for 
the new industry which can be 
■worked with great profit Every 
kind of agricultural pro nice will be 
heaped upon motor w i. 'ous, and 
that large item in the 00 It of farm- 
ing which is concerned with the 
management and care of horses will 
be suppressed. The motor wagon, 
or the motor which is to draw the 
wagon will bo. loaded as opportu- 
nity offer, and then will start for 
the distant town or station with no 
more outlay in labor than the wages 
of the man who sees that the power, 
whatever it is, is in working order, 
and that the machine itself is under 
proper guidance. 

In one point, however, the expec- 
tations of farmers have 06M disap- 
pointed. They used to fancy that 
the motor car. when it canv\ would 
carry behind it a long train of load- 
ed wagons, collected, perhaps, from 
half a score of farms, and drawn at 
a very small cost to each owner. 
For the present, at all events, this 
hope must remain unrealized. The 
regulations of the local government 
board apply only to motors "not 
used for tho purpose of drawing 
more than one vehicle." The ob- 
ject of this limitation is obvious. 
One heavy wagon may be well un- 
der the control of the man who is 
driving the motor; but half • dozen 
heavy wagons, loosely coupled to- 
gether, would be like the unmanage- 
able tail of a kite. They would 
spread over the road at different 
angles, and more with an impetus 
varying with their weight. The 
driver might have his attention fixed 
on some obstacle in front of him, 
and meanwhile soma member of hU 
unruly flock would be making itself 
into a worse obstacle in the rear. 
At the same time, the limitation 
which this necessary provision will 
place on the utility of the new in- 
long as a motor car can only draw 

Tying industry to which many peo- 
ple have looked forward cannot be 
realized. Each farmer must have 
his own motors in a number deter- 
mined by the amount of produce he 
has to send to market. 

Hut what is really wan tod in main 
parts of the country is a cooperative 
motor— a motor which shall go about 
the villages and pick up a wagon 
here and a cart there, and so put 
large farmers and small farmers on 
a level in regard to the carriage of 
their goods. That this is impossible 
now we can quit'! see, but it may 
not be always Impossible. It may 
not, that is, bo beyond the power 
of science to devise a kind of ve- 
hicle, or a mode of coupling vehicles 
together, which shall make it safe 
to attach many to the same motor, 
even ou an ordinary road. There 
will be abundant stimulus to the in- 
genuity of inventors in the large 
profit* that might l» made by any- 
one who can put an end to what is 
for tbe moment an iosuperable dim 
eultv. — Tendon Srwvt* fru- 
it's Poor business.

The best way to study the Jltirniese, 
their religion, manner* nnd customs is 
to attend one of the pilgrimagea to a 
nntfuria. That word pagoda come* 
ii. mu the San scri t "d hag-o Ua" and ruea in 
a sue red structure. Burmah ia a land 
of pagodas. One sees them everywhere, 
iber exceeding those of Japan, 
Ceylon or Tibet, There in no hill-top 
mi sleep and rocky, or so covered with 
jungle, as to prevent the snow-white 
spire rising up like the church steeple 
of Christian lands to guard the locality 
from evil "naths" (demons) and to re- 
miud thi> j*oplc of the Ijonl Uuudamn, 

Sometimes tlw "payah" or papMlu, in 
erected over a sacred relic such as u 
hair, u linger nail, or, perhaps, a Khred 
of cloth belonging to Qeaformt Or one 
of his followers. In (his case the place 
is especially revered and at in t<-r. ■ Is. 
once or twice a year at leant, the re- 
ligiously inclined assemble there from 
the hamlets and villages within a. radius 
Of from ten to fifty miles. Asevervbody 
in nurmu.h is religious' these pilgrim- 
ages are always well attended. 

Among the Buddhists religion and 
amusement go hand in hand, and the. 
pilgrimage is DO exception to tills gen- 
eral rule being made a regular picnic 
in which the people join with much zest 

Leaving Monlmein, one of the large 
seaside cities, at thxwi a. iu., OOau- 
menced illie pilgrimage to Tonng-Wynr, 
some 20 milca distant, the vehicle be- 
ing a "hlay." or ox cart. Our team was 
very gentle and easily manage*!, and did 
the distance in about eight hours. No 
extra prodding on the part of the "loo- 
byo" who drove the milk-white steers 
had the slightest effect on those bo- 
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pei danl Imlf an inch in diameter. 

The larga umbrella at the rear of 
our deeorated oart ia peculiarly Bur- 
mese. Iti ia made of heavy Chinese pa- 
per (China Is Bttrmwh'a neighbor on 
the northeast), which ia lacquered and 
oiled until it is as tough and durable as 
leaHher. The stick and ribs are of 
bamboo and the ribs are Interlaced 
with a very pretty network of scarlet, 
yellow and blue silk. Properly u»ed, 
the Burmese, "htee," n.s the umbrella 
is called, will last n lifetime. nnd it is 
useful in Hiin«hine as in rain. No 
ive man or woman is properly 
equipped for a jourwy of a mile or 
more without his or her umbrella. Per- 
sons of rank or wealth and high priests 
("poongyse") have their "htee" car- 
ried by servants. The Burmese equiv- 
alent for the word "disciple." as used 
" Rlble, la " iltee-byec-daw," liter- 
ally "the miiii-wlin-oiirriex-t.he-iimbrel- 
used in translating the 
Bible into Burmese by the learned 
American missionary, itcv. Dr. Mason. 

The longest journey must end Rome 
time, and no docs this to Tonng-Wyne, 
for as we slowly emerge from the 
depths of the jungle shade Into the 
blazing glare of the tropical noon the 
pering spire of the. famous "Payah" 
is right before ua, on alto relievo, as it 
ere, against the whitish blue sky. 
The pagoda proper rtees about ltd feet 
from its square basement of solid mn- 
Bonry. Commencing from this base- 
ment as a six-sided cone, it gradually 
tapers into a spire of white plaster 
(called throughout the Kast Indies 
"cbumam." whldh is as hard as hy- 
draulic cement.) covered with a triple 
cirole or tiara of hells, which, hanging

Saturday's, quarrelsome, and Sunday's, 
stingy and close. Thereupon, the White 
Stranger says he thinks bis fellow-pas 
sengers were sll born on Friday. 

Now and then cigars are handed 
•round and everybody smokes cheroots 
12 to IS inches long. These "torches" 
would astonish an American cigar. 
Pia-Wer. The wrapper ia a smooth strip 
of palm leaf, and the filler ia made of 
a light tobacco, like golden-leafed Vir- 
ginia, which it chopped up with rather 
large grains of sugar and s little tea. 
To take a few whiffs of smoke from one

Camping around the pagoda Is all di- 
rections are thousands of pilgrims, 
and the scene is an inspiring and pic- 
turesque one. The artist who would 
paint this picture would necessarily use 
the brightest colors only, white linen 
jacketa for the men with kilts ("pay- 
aoh" is the Burmese ,word, meaning 
skirt) of home-woven Bilk, of every 
color of the rainbow. In addition to 
the coat or jiclret of white eioiih the 
woman wears a bodice of turkey-red 
and the skirt or "th'mine" |a of heavy 
silk, just as bright, though not so wide 
as the manly garment. 

Campflres are lighted and the mid- 
day meal of rice aad rilitj is being 
cooked, the rice Boiled so light that 
each particular grain looks like a Hake 
of enow when It is done. As for curry, 
rich with its wealth of ginger, capsi- 
cum, coriander, turmeric and cocoonut 
shreds used aa a bath for meat, fish 
and vegetable*^ the While St nin-rr'-- 
mouth must be acclimated to ita fierce 
heat. After his first few attempts to 
eat rice and curry, which is the nation- 
al dish of some 500.000,000 of her Brit- 
annic majesty's subjects, he will go 
around with his month open like a 
chicken with Hie gupes, sucking into 
hia parched throat the cool breath of 
heaven. Another favorite dish is "nga- 
pee," which is made of fish, l>eaten 
into a paste, after it has decomposed. 
It is mingled with spices and red pep- 
per, svhioh adds to its biting quality, 
but does not detract from its odor, which 
is of the most violent and uncompromis- 
ing character. But one gets to be fond 
of It, although it is strictly an acquired 
taste. 

After dinner the young men "go in" 
for fun. "Chin-lohn" is the national 
ball game. A hollow wicker or basket- 
work ball about the size of a large 
'.range U kept flying inside the circle 
of 20 or 30 players. You assy hit the 
ball wtth your knees, •boulder, feet, 
thighs or cheeks, but you are "<rut" if 
you touch It with your band or letltfall 
to the ground. Cbin-lobn require* go-eat 
dexterity and the players muat .tuck 
their flowing skirte tightly around their 
loins, leaving their legs bare except tor 
tli* tattooing in red, blue and black 
which ia arabeaqued on tbe copper- 
colored skin of every man in Burmah 
aa soon aa he attains the virile age. 

As the aun goes down the pilgrims 
repair to the shrine of Buddha in tbe 
temple adjoining the pagoda to assist in 
chanting the praises of the great re- 
former, which are led by the yellow- 
robed poongyee. 

After dark a myriad torches and oil 
flambeaus light up tbe strange scene 
until the full moon add* her marvelous 
light to the effect, for aU pilgrimage* 
no made when no rain is expected for

Thll mark I 
most surprising dereldproen I Iu 
apparatus for the transmission 
light that ever occurred in the 
tory of the world. 

There has just been compU 
and placed in operation an arc lamp 
for search lights by which light ' 
secured without motors or contact 
ilrvi.es of any kind. This lamp, 
with the now lens mirror, mounted 
in the sheet metal Cylinder forms 
the modern high power prejectoi 
Not the least important feature < 
this development in search lights 
the fact that hv this recent iuvoi 
tion the cost of the light has bee 
reduced from a figure which is a 
most prohibitive to a sum that i 
very reasonable, and puts it withi 
the power of vessei owners an 
other persons to whom the lights qi 
of use to purchase them. 

The thousands of people who saw 
the great search lights that 
displayed from the roof of»ythe 
Manufactures building, at t 
world's fair, can form something 
an idea of the great improvement 
the apparatus told in the relation 
the fact quoted. When the dlspll 
at the fair was in progress it w 
thought very remarkable that the 
beam thrown was visible several 
miles away. This new light, how- 
ever, with which overy vessel iu the 
navy will, sooner or lator, be 
equipped, can a!mo3t be seen in 
Philadelphia when it hj displayed 
New York. 

With such a light as tl'is the 
nights at sea, be they as dark and 
gloomy as possible, are no proof 
against the brilliant beam that 
shines from this, the most marvel- 
ous light the brain of man ever con- 
ceived or his hand constructed. For 
instance, a vessel approaching New 
York harbor at night could throw 
her light so as to make every object 
on the water distinctly visible as far 
as the range of human vision would 
permit. 

While the new light is of the 
greatest value in time of peace, ir. 
time of war it would be a tremend- 
ous power. With such a light 
aboard and in working order, no 
could exist which would per- 
e unseen approach of a vessel 
enemy. The only way it 
would be possible for a torpedo boat 
to make a night attack on a war 
sel, equipped with one of these 
lights, would be to make the trip 
under water. 

S. W. Rushmore built the new and 
simple and yet marvelous lens, upon 
the principle known as corrective. 
When the lens is silvered on its rear 
surface, it projects the light in a 
perfectly parallel beam. Most in- 
teresting of all is the electric arc 
lamp which Mr. Rushmore has in- 
vented. In the old lamps the 
carbons are not placed in a horizon- 
tal position, but this is the way they 
are arranged in tke new lamp. By 
this plan the light from the arc is 
all caught on the silvered lens. It 
is this arrangemelt that produces 
that clear, round, parallel beam 
that shines 80 mile;.

This is found 
in special glass castings that bring 
the cost of equipping the light to 
it a fraction of what it was under 
e old method. 

Mr. Rushmore and other practic- 
men claim there is no reason why 
the penetrating power of light 
should not be used to a still greater 
extent. Within a year's time it is 
very likely it will bo jwssible to 
flash a signal with a search light 
150 miles. — N. Y. Herald.
